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Vietnam turns oyer more remains

HANOI, Vietnam — Four days after the 
United States lifted the 19-year trade embar- 
go against Vietnam, Hanoi is tuning over 
today more remains of what are thought-to- 
be missing American servicemen. 

U.S. officials will announce the number of 
remains returned after a ceremony at-Noi-Bai- 
lntemational Airport. 

President Clinton had made lifting the em- 
bargo contingent on Hanoi's cooperation in 
the fullest possible accounting of Americans 
~S!li$sing in action from the Vietnam War. 

/U5rve|crans groups and families of MlAs 
Xhad strongly opposed the <md of the embar- 
go, saying the United StatcY would lose its 
leverage in forcing Vietnam to cooperate in 


accounting for the 2,238 American MIAs. 

But the United States withheld some car- 
rots, the biggest of which is the restoration of 
diplomatic, ties, broken when Communist 
North Vietnam defeated U.S.-backed South 

-Vietnam in April-1975. 

The United States also did not immediate- 
iy grant Vietnam "most favored nation" 

Vietnamese imports to the United States and 
make them more competitive in the Ameri- 
can market. • 

Vietnam is now pushing for diplomatic 
recognition. Just after Clinton announced the 
end of Uic economic sanctions, peputy For- 
eign Minister Le Mai pledged Vietnam 
would continue cooperating in trying to re- 
solve MIA cases. 


U. Col John C. Cray, the U.S. Army offi- 
cer who heads the MIA office in Hanoi, 
said the lifting of the embargo would help 
his mission. 

."I believe that the Vietnamese coopcra- 
.tion is at a peak right now/Mie said. 

Vietnam and the United Slates will begin 
another major search operation Feb; 26 in- 
volving more than 100 American special- 
ists. , 

The Vietnamese turned over 35 sets of re- 
mains to the Untied States in 1992 and 67 
sets last year. Since the end'of the war, 
Vietnam has returned 584 sets of remains, 
but thus far only 281 have been identified 
as Americans. 

The remains being handed over today 
were either excavated by American spccial- 


Tsis or turned over to Vietnamese authorises 
by villagers in December and January dur- 
ing the biggest joint search effort since the 
end of the war. • 

The operation was observed by top U.S. 
officialsjn what Western diplomats said 
'waiTa move by the Clmion admimstralibri"" 
to set the stage for ending the embargo 
based on testimony from credible witnesses 
lhat Vietnam WB3 Cooperating. 

They included Assistant Secretary of 
State Winston Lord.

HAILEY — It is winter now at the Silver 
.Crcck.Preserve. ! 

Few visitors arrive at this place - a place 
the Nature Conservancy of Idaho considers 
its crowning achievement. 

Inside the preserve’s visitors’ center, a 
small 1 ,500-watt space heater adds little 
warmth as manager Paul Todd waits for 
wood in the small stove to catch and answers • 
a string of telephone calls.

In the winter, Todd will not be working 
outside along the creek among the 8,000 visi- 
tors who arrive at the preserve - about 10 
miles south of Hailey - each summer. 

Nor docs his work include the conservan- 
cy’s visitor outreach presentations and habi- 
tat restoration, or the trail and fence building 
that let visitors enjoy the creek but keep cat- 
tic out of the delicate riparian areas. i : 

But with his back to the visitors’ center's, : 
north-facing windows, ignoring momentarily^ 
their uncluttered view of a bald eagle gliding'^ 
over the Wood River Valley, Todd tells “the 
secret” of the conservancy's success. | 

"Wc don’t preach," says the thin-bearded- 
biologist, dressed in a white T-shirt with “In 
Fish Wc Trust” emblazoned on its front. 

"One of the things that really attracted me 
to this place and job was that I really believe 
that environmentalists can work in rural areas 
and with land owners. I sec myself ps their 
neighbor,” he says. “There docs not have to 
be conflict." 

Extraordinary feats 

The manager of the preserve doesn't look 
like a superman. But by most accounts Todd 
and others with the conservancy have accom- 
plished feats that arc nothing less than ex- 
traordinary. 

During the fiscal year from July 1992 to 
June 1993, the conservancy’s Idaho office 
protected or helped to protect more than

U,N, secretary-general urges 
NATO to approve air strikes

WASHINGTON — U.N. Secretary-Gen- 
eral Boutros Boutros-Ghali urged NATO on 
Sunday to approve air strikes on Serbian po- 
sitions In Bosnia, hours after President Clin- 
ton sidestepped pressure to undertake mili- 
tary retaliation for the shelling that killed 68 
people in a Sarajevo marketplace. 

A senior U.N. official said Boutros-Ghali 
had sent a letter to Manfred Wocmcr, the 
secretary-general of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, asking the NATO

KETCHUM - The home of Ernest 
arul Mory Hemingway may open for 
tours within one year. 

The home was willed to The Nature 
Conservancy upon Mary Heming- 
way’s death in 1986. It will be open 
for tours within one to two years, said - 
Guy Bonnivier, slate director of the • 
conservancy. 

The tours would be on a "limited 
basis" and would be conducted by the 
conservancy, Bonnivier said. 

“Wc would retain ownership- of the 
Hemingway house and pul in a care- 
taker,” he said. The conservancy 
would also maintain a small office in 

.the home, : 

The conservancy moves into its new 
office within the next month - a build- 
ing that formerly housed the Sun Val- 
ley Animal Center, which the conser- 
vancy bought for $275, (XX). 

Bonnivier said the pressure to open 
the home to lire public has been great 
over the years the conservancy used it 
as its slate office. . . 

"Wc had people fram-all over trying 
to get in here; writers, tourists,” he 
said.

bone of the conservancy’s strategy, 
even when it came to hiring staff.

Conservation training 

Todd’s first step toward preserve 
manager began before his master's 
degree in wildlife biology from the 
University of Montana or his stint 
teaching field ecology and wilderness 
studies at the University of California 
at Santa Cruz. 

His real education in conservalion 
began down on the farm. 

“It showed me a love of the land 
from the beginning." he says of those 
days back on the Michigan farm 
where he was raised. Managing Silver 
Creek was just the natural progression 
of that up-bringing. 

"A lot of what we do depends on 
how the other land owners, treat the 
stream," he said. “It doesn't make a 
difference what wc dp if they are not 
helping." „

A call to action 

It was Jack Hemingway’s call to ac- 
tion in 1975 (hat spumed the formation 
of the conscrvapcy’s Idaho office with 
protection of Silver Creek its first 
charge. 

When the conservancy stepped in, 
Silver Creek’s fish spuwning areas 
were severely threatened. Cattle freely 
grazed too close to the water, plows 
worked the land up to the water’s edge. 
Marshes that had filtered sediment had 
been drained and replaced with irriga- 
tion canals and ditches. 

By buying land outright and through 
purchasing conservation casements, the 
conservancy sought to protect the 
creek. 

In the fall of 1988, Lee Norman, Ida- 
ho State University researcher, reported 
the creek that year added S2 million to 
the economics of the Wood River and 
Magic valleys. It is another argument 
the conservancy has successfully used 
to broaden the support for protecting 
Silver Creek. 

Hemingway, son of the famed writ- 
er, barf chaired the Idaho Fish and 
Game' Commission for many years and 
had fished the area where the pre- 
serve’s visitor center now sits. .The con- 


servancy raised the $500,000 needed to 
buy Ihc 480 acres from the Sun Valley 
Co. 

Over the years the conservancy has 
bought at least 16 conservation case- 
ments, which restrict development and 
activities on those stretches. It has 
spent $1.3 million on land purchases 
surrounding Ihc creek. 

The coascrvancy’s primary strategy 
to rehabilitate Silva Creek was to stop 
sediment from entering the feeder 
streams through grazing agreements 
and conservation easements. 

Now it his expanded its community 
outreach program with an OPA grant to 
create an educational program on 
aquatic ecology, water quality and con- 
servation. 

But the group’s primary emphasis is 
still restoring the creek's tributaries and 
plant life and ensuring that it remains 
one of the best spots to land rainbow 
trout. 

Though some have feared Silver 
Creek’s brown trout were displacing 
rainbow, researchers Jack Griffith and 
Rick Wilkison of Idaho State Universi- 
ty suggest that is not the case. The 
brown now outnumber the rainbow, but 
the latter’s population has not declined.

Under a U.N. Security Council res- 
olution, Boutros-Ghali has the right to 
order air strikes to protect Sarajevo’s 
civilian population.

PRINCETON, N.J. (AP) — The 
venerable SAT is gelling its first major 
ovcrliaul in two decades. It will allow 
use of calculators and better test 
critical thinking skills. 

“But-critics say the revisions to the 
assessment test arc only cosmetic and 
don't address what they sec as an 
underlying bias against women and 
minorities. 

-“It's an attempt to make die SAT 
look like it will measure higher-order 
thinking skills," said Cinthia Schuman, 
head of the National Center for Fair 
and Open Testing. "You really can’t 
measure higher-order thinking skills in 
questions answered in one minute or 
less, or when students can’t show their 
work or do anything except choose 
from preselected possibilities.” 


The Scholastic Aptitude Test first ' 
appeared in 1926. It is used by most 
U.S. colleges to evaluate potential 
students. It consists of two sections, 
one measuring verbal abilities and one 
measuring mathematical skills. Each 
section is worth 200 to 800 points. 

High school students will first see 
llic new version March 19. More than 
1 million high school students a year 
take the SAT. * — — 1 — 

Officials from the Princeton-based 
Educational Testing Service, which 
administers the test, say its the first 
major overhaul to die SAT since 1974. 

"It’s really a test requiring students 
to think," said Anne Buckley of the 
College Board.

TWIN FALLS - With a Southern Cali-' 
fornia manufacturing company coming to' 
town, local leaders arc asking: What's 
next?

County seeks methods 
to protect agriculture 
land as building booms .

TWIN FALLS - In a Utopian world, 
communities expand around a core. 

,ln the unincorporated areas of Twin Falls 
County, however, where the next subdivi- 
sion sprouts is anyone’s guess. 

"What we've had is a lot of haphazard 
hop-scotching," county zoning aide Helen 
Phipps said Friday. 

Alot is right. 

The number of building permits granted 
in Twin Falls County increased 23.3 per- 
cent from 1992 to 1993 alone. 

A staggering 275 residential, commercial 

handed out in 1993, compared to 123 in 
1991 and 98 in 1989. 

The county planning and zoning commis- 
. sion tried to combat the random nature of 
_co‘unty-growllLiiLJanuary*by..proposing_a« _ 
residential-agricultural zone in 10 square ’ 
miles south of Curry Crossing'. 

But that proposal met with concern from 
county residents and officials from the city 
of Twin Falls who said the county did not 
. need and could not handle as much as 6,400 
acres of new subdivisions. 

On Thursday, the planning commission 
will hear a request for a 29-homc subdivi- 
sion on the bank of the Snake River three 
miles south of Hagerman. 

Wes Nash owns 200 acres between the 
' Grldlcy Bridge and Thousand Springs Re- 
sort. Nash would leave much of the farm- 
land near Highway 30 intact. He wants to 
build the 29 homes on riverside lots, each 
measuring about 1.3 acres. 

County planners already know that rapid 
increases in residential and commercial- de- 
velopment in the incorporated areas arc 
spilling over onto county land. 

They learned after the Curry proposal 
that farmers and rural residents arc con- 
cerned about how that spillover will affect 
them. 

Some county residents want to live out- 
side of any city’s limits but do not want or 
cannot afford to farm a large piece of land, 
according to county zoning administrator 
Lee Taylor. 

The county needs to provide concentrated 
areas for subdivisions to accommodate 
those people while still maintaining agricul- 
tural land, Taylor has said. 

In 1991, the county instituted a "waiver 
of nuisance” that ensures homeowners will 
not object to their neighboring farmers. 
Each homeowner must sign the waiver be- 
fore moving into the unincorporated area of 
the county

PRETORIA, South Africa — Pres- 
ident F. W. dc Klerk received some 
disturbing news last month. The gov- 
ernment, his generals told him, cannot 
count on the army’s support if trouble 
breaks out in the weeks before South' 
Africa’s first democratic election. 

News of the meeting, which was 
leaked to local newspapers and has 
been independently confirmed, 
couldn’t have come at a more worry- 
ing lime for De Klerk and for the 
country. 

There arc already signs that the 
' white right wing' Is gearing up for re- 
bellion. 

Isolated explosions against railway^ 
lines and power installations have in-' 
tensified into regular bombing at- 
tacks on offices of the African Na- 
tional Congress and its trade union 
allies in rural, conservative areas. 

There were seven such attacks last 
week, all of them' at night; none was 
fatal. t But military analysts believe 
tbc -attacks represent the beginning of 
a deliberate sabotage campaign that 
is likely to escalate if the right- 
wing’s demands for a white home- 
land aren’t met. 

Until now, military sources say, Dc 
Klerk has. viewed the right wing as a 
political threat only. But, the sources 
say, Dc Klerk’s top generals arc try- 
ing to convince him that it is lime to 
start regarding the Right as a military 
threat. And it is a threat, they say, 
that the armed forces might not be 
able handle. — - 

The generals told Dc Klerk the 


right wing is preparing for armed re- 
bellion, and they warned that up to 
60 percent of the South African De- 
fense Force (SADF) would refuse to 
fight if called upon.to suppress resis- 
tance. 

Most experts dismiss the risk of a 
military coup, despite the prevalence 
of right-wing sympathies among 
many white officers.

Harding 
story heats 
up Norway

LILD-HAMMER, Norway — They sit 
ia a little booth at the end of the world, 
checking the credentials of journalists who 
come and go from the Main Press Center in 
the days, before the opening of the Winter 
Olympics. 

They arc security, officers, young Norwe- 
gians who watch the sun drop behind the 
snow-capped mountains every afternoon 
aroqnd 4 p.m., turning the pristine white 
landscape first to purple, then to black. 

Tonight, as they sat in the darkness in 
their quiet perch, a visitor knocked on the 
window. When they slid the glass open, the 
cold rushed in. 

"I have a strange question for you," the 
journalist said. “Have you ever heard of 
Tonya Harding?" . 

They replied immediately. 

"Yes,” two of them said, practically in 
unison. "Of course." 

One kept on talking. 

"Even if she is not guilty, I think she 
should not come. Wouldn't that be the right 
thing to do?” 

And so it is that in the farthest reaches on 
earth, in a liny town of 23,000 preparing to 
. host the 17th Winter Olympic Games, the 
Nancy Kcrrigan-Tonya Harding saga has 
not gone unnoticed. 

“It’s been in absolutely every newspa- 
per. on the sports pages, on television," 
said Oslo journalist Paul Heisholt. “What 
was the latest the other day, the accusa- 
tions by her husband? The poor girl,, 
whether she’s guilty or not, how will she 
"ever be able to pul it all together to com- 
pete here?" 

It is one of the ironies of these Games, 
which begin Saturday and run through Feb. 

27. that a small, unsuspecting place like 
Lillchammer would find itself hosting one 
of the great controversies in sports history. 

Yet, for nil its charm and apparent 
naivete, Lillchammer and its people are 
quite wise to the ways of the world.

East's double of North’s Stayman 
two clubs was a lead-directing bid 
strongly suggesting a club lead If 
South became declarer. Against this 
interference, South conventionally 
describes his holding via his imme- 
diate rebid. First priority is to bid a 
major suit if he has one. With no 
major and at least three clubs, he 
leaves the decision to North by pass- 
ing. With four dcccnt-to-good clubs, 
he redoubles. And with a hand like 
today's, South bids two diamonds. 

West led the club jack and East- 
wlscly refused to win, encouraging 
with his seven instead. Impulsively , 
South took his queen and crossed to 
dummy to take the diamond finesse. 
This lost to West’s king, and another 
club lead through dummy's 10-8-3 
beat the game. 

South would have been wiser to 
refuse to win his queen of dubs at 
trick one. This farsighted duck 
. wohld have eliminated a club trick 
for his side, but more important, It 
would have isolated East's clubs 
and saved the game. The defense 
would have been limited to a maxi- 
mum of three clubs and one dia- 
mond, and South would have had his 
nine winners.

Q. My 11 -year-old daughter has 
rocently started expressing a lot of 
anger and bottled-up resentment to- 
ward roe. Just this, morning, for ex- 
ample, I remarked on how pi 
certain painting was and she n 
in a snide tone of v 
stupid to mol" If I ask for her coop- 
eration around the house, she’s likely 
to teli nw my request ia M dumb." I ’ve 
tried ioTfind'oiit" what’s bothering 
her, but every time I try to talk, she 
clams up, All of this is recent and 
I’m concerned. How should I resolve 
• this problem? 

A. Your ‘question reflects the ten- 
dency among today’s parents to view 
their children’s behavior through 
psychological filters. A generation or 
so ago, a child who had contradicted 



a potent in a snide manner would 
have been regarded as disrespectful. 
The. child .would, ha vc -been, sternly- 
reprimanded, perhaps even punished. 
Today's parent looks at the same sit- 
uation and concludes that the child is 
’•angry." 

The psychological interpretation 
says that the child is not misbehav- 
ing, but only releasing "bottled-up 
resentments." This theorcticol con- 
struction rules out a disciplinary rc- 
sponsc. Discipline, the parent fears. 


will not only intensify the child’s 
"anger” but also shut down any 
chance of.talking-ihingS-OUt..thus_. 
"solving the problem.” 

It’s important to note that the psy- 
chological viewpoint shifts responsi- 
bility for the child's bcjtavior from 
child to parent. A disrespectful child 
has clearly done something wrong, 
.She requires, therefore,' concction — 

If, on the other hartil, we think of 
the child as being "angry," the impli- 
cation is that the child’s parents may 
have done something wrong. They 
become responsible for identifying 
and correcting their own bad parent-" 
ing. 

Thus, thc,child becomes a sympa- 
thetic figure whose parents arc - mis* 
behaving (unwittingly?) and causing

the child psychological disturbance 
(i.c. "poor self-esteem"). Since psy- 
chological maladies require under- 
standing, it is necessary that the sen- 
sitive parent attempt to engage the 
child in what I call "therapeutic con-, 
venation.” 

*Td like to talk about what’s both- 
ering you and try to resolve whatever 
.problem .wc. have between. us" is.lhc 
way such conversations arc likely to 
begin. Regardless of what the child 
expresses, no matter how inappropri- 
ate and/or off-the-wall, the parent is 
required to be "open," "non-judg- 
mental," and “accepting." 

Something interesting has hap- 
pened here; namely, the child and 
parent arc now on level ground. In 
effect, they have become equals! de 
~~ T _ -- 


facto peers. They have a "wonderful 
relationship.” but otic conducted 
such that the child is unable to devel- 
op good old-fashioned respect, for 
the parent: Sad. since the Judeo- 
.Christian ethic informs us that it is 
impossible for anyone to develop 
true self-respect without first having 
developed respect for others, begin- 
ning. with one's. parents. .No. wonder., 
veteran teachers consistently tell me 
that today's child is “self-absorbed." 

To answer your question, I recom- 
mend you take a psychologically in- 
correct approach to this problem. 


Make clear to your daughter that if ' 
sofnething’s bothering her, you’ll be 
glad to listen, but that demonstra- 
tions of disrespect will not be tolerat- 
ed under any circumstances. When 
she "slips," I’d suggest that perhaps 
she needs some time alone in her 
room to contemplate her future.

DEAR ABBY: In a recent column, 
you listed famous people who had 
died in 1993. Among them was Mari- 
an Anderson, who you said .was the 
first black to sing at Constitution Hall 
after having been spurned by the 
D.A.R. 

Abby, for more than 50 years the 
D.A.R. has been trying to correct this 
allegation of racism, which has even, 
made its way into some history books 
and, to this day, is repealed -by sonic 
Washington, D.C.. lour guides. 

The truth is that Miss Anderson 
was not denied the use of Constitu- 
tion Hall because she was black. Her 
agent, Sol Hurok, requested the hall 
for Easter Sunday, April 9, 1939, and 
was informed that it had been booked 
for months by the Washington Sym- 
phony. Mr. Hurok did not request an 
alternate dale. 

‘In 1939, Washington, D.C., was a 
highly segregated city, and Constitu- 
tion Hall was the only private audito- 
rium that did not practice segrega- 
tion. That’s why Marian Anderson’s 
...agenLwanted Constitution Hall in the 
first place. 

No one ever mentions that Marian 
-Anderson sang in Constitution Hall 
on six different occasions after that, 
or that a few years after its dedication 
in 1929, Roland Hayes, a great black 
tenor, sang there.

DEAR ABBY: You owe it to your 
readers to let them know that Marian 
Anderson sang at Constitution Hull 
on at least eight occasions. Upon her 
retirement, her final concert was giv- 
en in the D.A.R. Hall. Over the years, 
many eminent black singers and ac- 
tors have appeared there. 

In 1945, Eleanor Roosevelt wrote 
in her newspaper column, "My Day": 
“I do not think anyone can hold the 
D.A.R. alone responsible for refusing 
the talented black singer, Marian An- 
derson, the use of Constitution Hall. 
Segregation was an ugly part of. 
America’s history, and most of our 
public institutions in the Southern 
states had the same separate-bul- 
equal policy in 1939." 

■ The District of Columbia changed 
its segregation policy in the early 
1950s, and since then, there has been 
very little discrimination against 
blacks.
